Canadian Parliamentt 

CoulederatiOD of Briiigh Colunbia. 

In the OanadiapfioDse of Ooonioj^a'. on 
the 28lh March Hon Sir George E Oa'rtior 
moved that the Hooaa go into Commillee to 
eoDBider a series of reaotmiona for the ad. 
mission of Btitish Columbia. This subject, 
be said, was one which required lew words 
to iatroduoo it., I);a imp9rt,aiu>a.f^B reoag< 
oizud by all. Who Would ~ fa'ave tboDgbt, 
twelve years ago, when Biitiflb Columbia 
was erected into a colony by Lord Lyiloo, 
that it should form in bo short a time a por- 
tion of Canada. He quoted the almost pro- 
phetic woida ot Sir Bulwer Lyltoo, ia 1868, 
regarding a confederation eztooding Ifo^m the 
Atlaatio to the. .^MiSo. , S.pce ibai; the 
subeme bad made great stride!^; Sotai'e' bad 
acouijBd the Government of moviog too slow- 
ly ; but be did not Ibink tba Dominion could 
move more quiskly npoo an itidapenJent foot- 
iDl'. He iaviled ibu lullest discussion of the 
terras upon whioh it was proposed 10 aduiii 
British (Jolambia; but be nuuid remind ibe 
[louse that the Turma were in the natCre ol 
a treaty, and, oorsequunily, tlie Govornraeai 
would ioMsl upou their adoption aa they 
atoud. The umeudinont of one item would 
doleut the wholo projict. He went over the 
prinuipnl items in the Terms. Alluding 10 
tba proviHion lor peiiaioniui; certain oflicers, 
be reminded tbo House that Briilati Uolnin- 
ia was a Crown ColoDy,witb several oOBoers 
holding life appointmeais; and these sboald 
bo pi' vided for, Tharo woio very law pen- 
sions neccasory, as Ihc luujirity of the ofBccn 
would fiod einploymunt under t'lo Federal 
Givcrnuiant, In regard to the railway, it 
was not ibe iutuntion of the Government to 
coiiBiruci it, but it would be uoderlakuo by 
oompsDiea to be assisted mainly by graniH of 
land. It Was not the intention ol the Gov- 
ernmeut to burden lha exchequer much to 
obtain Ibis railway, (hoar, bear.) v\'bile 
this clauan was under disctissiou beiweeo the 
dolegaiea and tliQ Oovernment it was pro., 
posed by the Domiuioo tbat the colony aboold 
band over a forty mile strip ot land towards 
the conattnotioD ol the roilway. Thut would 
bo 24.000 rquare miles of land, or 50.360 000 
aores ot land, not m«rely agricultural land, 
but miaeral Ittod, Placing that land at SI 
per aora it would be equal to grant ol $50.- 
3f)0 000 towards the construction ol the rail- 
way. It was proposed to give tba colony 
^100.000 par anuuD), which, placing tbo in- 
lerestat.S.per .cpotf ^ would be tba anoaal 
intereU bii iVe vafne of 2.000.000 acres of 
land, leaving tba remaiDdor to be used by 
this Goveirimout. The railway, starling 
from Nippieinj!, would be about twenty five 
iiundred lailen, HEVen hundred miles of whioh 
would pass lbrou(;li OuUiio. They did not 
expect to Ket euiirely the 20-milo grant on 
• enob side of the road, but they expeof lb get 
from the Ontario govarntiieot'evary altercate 
lot ou eucli aide of the line for lliat 200 
milen. I but wouM give 9.000.000 acres ol 
land f'om itiu Ontario Guvonuii'iQt. Starl- 
ing from Like Nippising it would oanueot 
Willi tLiH O.itario ejstBtn of rnihvaya unJ 
wiib the Q-iebao system of railways ibruagb 
lha Ottawa valley. ^ Tbay.were prepored to 
give it to any compBoy which would nnder" 
take the conatrnciioii of the line, with a 
capital of iwoDty live raillioea of dollars, 
wbicli with intuiest at 6ve per cent would re- 
present $1,500,000 per atinura. Ho eatiraat- 
ed the uiiiiosl cost of lha railway at one hun- 
dred niUiuQS, but said that whatever it 
might cost ibera would be no more taxation 
on the country than existed at prsBeut' 
Having glancei at tba provisioos of ibe bill, 
ne wo'jid oall the Htieaiioo of tba House to 
the liicl that while our neighbors had luken 
iixij .years to extend their borders lu the Pa- 
uifiu, Ibe youn:.' Domiuioii would hava ao- 
compliabed 11 ioside of tea years [cheers]. 
And look at the importaooe ol the ez'aosion. 
We needed a seaboard on the Pacific if ever 
Ibis Dominion was 10 be a powerlnl cation 
ia ibi) future ; and wbul more convonieni 
lime cnuld there be lor tbie union than the 
present?' He cmcluled by ao allusion to 
the splendid posilioo wbiob England bad &t- 
luiutd by the development of her maiioe 
power acd said that oved PrneBia, notwitbn 
stauding the' triumphs she bad iately woo, 
mns'. be contsnt to lake a second place be- 
side the gTHAt maiit:niu power of England 
Tee hon Uurouel roeumed bis seat amid lund 
oheo;8.
